Defiant Captain 


Delivers Orphans

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - The 52 V ietnam ese orphans 
who escaped the horrors of w ar because of a defiant airline 
captain, began the Am erican way of life today in a 
gaily 
decorated Army R eserve barracks in the shadow of the 
Golden G ate Bridge. 
The children, ranging in age from three m onths to eight 
years, arrived late W ednesday night at Oakland Inter­ 
national Airport in a World Airways cargo jet a ,b ‘r a ^ 
' 
which lasted 16 hours and 53 m inutes. They peered from the 
sm all windows at the hundreds of persons on hand 
Tired and confused, they were taken by bus to the 6th 
Army H eadquarters in The Presidio here for m edical 
exam inations and adoption processing. They were w aiting to 
m eet the American fam ilies which previously adopted them 
They were here m ainly because of Capt. Ken Healy who 
had been ordered by Saigon air traffic controllers not to take 


off in the DC8. 
“ Ju st watch m e,” Healy said he radioed to the controllers 
just before gunning his craft. 
Capt. William Keating, who also m ade the flight, ex­ 
plained at a news conference in Oakland: “ We w ere in­ 
structed to hold our position by ground control. We ignored 
that. We taxied down the runway and took off. 
But some 500 other orphans were not so lucky. They were 
left behind because of governm ent decisions that the 
“ stretch ” DC8 w as not safe enough and that the children 
w ere not strong enough to m ake the 6,993-mile trip. 
For two others the trip did prove to be too m uch. They 
w ere rem oved from the plane during a refueling stop at 
Yokota, Japan, and hospitalized because they w ere ill.

“ It was one great, big playpen,’ K eating said

Undefeated Plano to Battle 


Unbeaten R.L.Turner Friday

District 13-AAAA has turned into a two team race for 
baseball honors. 
Plano and Carrollton R L. Turner both post 5-0 records, 
however, a showdown looms between the two teams Friday. 
Plano and Turner will tie into one another Friday at 5 p.m. 
at Turner High School Field, located on Josey Lane just 
north of Dallas’ L B J Freeway. 
Plano comes into the game with a 6-1 win over Sherman 
Tuesday while Turner has a 13-3 win under their belts over 


Greenville. 
“ It’s showdown time. That’s all there is to it. It’s not for 
the district championship but the game will have a lot of 
meaning to both teams,” Plano Coach Rommie Maxey said. 
Coach Maxey realizes the team that wins Friday’s 
showdown will have an inside track over the loser in the 
remaining eight games. 
The matchup is ideal, putting Plano’s errorless infield and 
strong pitching corp against Turner’s strong hitting squad. 
Turner has scored more total runs against opponents than 
any other district team, however, Plano has allowed the 
fewest runs scored by opponents with a .40 ER A . 
Both teams have lost only one game all season. Plano lost 
to Waco Richfield in a cold weather, damp seven innings 5-4 
in predistrict play. Turner’s only loss has been to Richard­ 
son J J. Pearce 2-1. Plano’s record is 13-1 and Turner’s 12-1. 
“ I expect an outstanding ball game,” Coach Maxey said. 
“ I hope we are 6-0 afterward.” 
Plano and Turner have a large lead on district opponents 


early in loop play. 
Denton follows with a 2-1-1 record which includes a 1-1 tie 
with Paris in IO innings and a make up game to be played. 
Denton and Paris coaches have decided they will not finish 
the 1-1 tie game unless it has a bearing on the district 
championship.

However, the W ildcats 
used their home course 
advantage to push by Paris 
by four strokes, but Sherman 
put more distance between 
themselves and Plano. 
“ Sherm an played real 
good,” Plano Coach Mike 
Hopson said. “ We were a 
little surprised we were beat 
on our home course. But 
Sherman is a good team, 
they have won the district 
golf championship the past 
couple of years.” 
Sherman shot a four-man 
team total of 307 for a two- 
round total of 629. Plano shot 
a team score of 313 for a 638 
total for two rounds. Paris 
shot a 318 for a 642 total 
followed by Greenville with 
a 320 for a 651 total. 
“ Sherman, Plano, Paris 
and Greenville are really the 
only teams left in the run­ 
ning as it stands,” Coach 
Hopson said. “ There are 36 
more holes to play and we 
think we can catch Sherman, 
but at the same time we have 
to worry about Paris.”

First Black Player in Master s Tournament

AUGUSTA, Ga. (U P I) — 
Lee Elder hopes his life will 
return to normal after he 
plays in the Masters golf 
tournament 
starting 
April 
IO. 
It hasn’t been the same 
since he won at Pensacola, 
Fla., last April to earn an 
invitation to become the first 
black golfer ever to play in 
the Masters. 
“ I simply haven’t been 
able to concentrate on golf 
like I should since then,” 
Elder confided in a recent 
interview. “ There have been 
so many demands on my 
time, my golf has suffered.” 
Elder has made only two 
good showings on the tourna­ 
ment trail since Pensacola. 
He tied for fourth in the 
Pleasant Valley Classic at 
Sutton, 
M ass., 
in 
early 
August and tied for lith the 
following week in the PG A 
championship near Winston- 
Salem, N.C. 
His best showing in eight 
tournament appearances so 
far this year was his tie for 
17th at Jacksonville, Fla. 
That earned him $1,808, his 
biggest paycheck in more 


than seven months. 
“ My biggest problem is 
that i simply haven’t been 
able to say no,” said Elder. 
“ The attention 
has 
been 
nice, but it takes time. So 
many 
magazines 
have 
wanted in-depth color stories 
and their writers all needed 
a lot of my time. 


“ Add 
the 
numerous 
personal appearances to that 
and it really becomes time 
consuming. If it hasn't been 
one thing, it’s been another . ” 
Elder admits he enjoys all 
the attention he has been 
getting. But he regrets that 
it’s cut so deeply into his 
golf. 
“ I never expected all the 
attention that 
has 
been 


focused 
on me 
,” said 
Elder. 
He turned all his business 
arranging over to his wife, 
hoping thai getting that off 
his mind might help his golf. 


“ Every . inute of my time 
seems to have been occupied 
lately. I ’m really anxious to 
play and 
I need all the 
playing time I can get to get 
ready for the Masters.”
